TEACHERS. 

In reviewing the conditions existing in-our schdols during 
the past year, attention is first directed to the changes that 
have occurred among the teachers. At the close of thé spring 
term, it became necessary to fill vacancies in all positions éx- 
cept the principalship of Adams School and Room 3 of the 
same building. Miss Deborah A. Wiggin, as assistant in the 
High-grammar school, has been succeeded by Miss Lillian EB. 
Schaller of Natick, Mass., a graduate of Wellesley College, 
who brings to her work here the result of a year’s successful 
experience; Miss Fannie P. Mathes, Room 2, Adams S¢hool, 
has been followed by Mrs. Elsie C. Newcombe, whose earlier 
experience was in the Daniell School of this town; Miss Eleanor 
B, Jamison of Roslindale, Mass., a graduate of the Boston 
Normal School, was elected to the position in Room 4, Adains 
School, following the resignation of Miss Minna A. Morse of 
Medway, who then closed a period of several years’ conscien- 
tious and profitable work for our pupils; Miss Anna K. Peter- 
Sent deélined 4 ré:€lection to the Ellice School, and the vacancy 
Was filléd by the appointment of Miss Alice HB. Fraher of Hast 

| Weyriotithy Mass who returns to this position formerly held 
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by her, after a year’s absence. The position in the Grange 
Hall School was filled by the election of Miss Lillian Offutt, 
whose preparation for her work was at the Lowell Normal 
School. Miss Susie O. Newhouse continues her duties in Room 
8, Adams School; this is the only room in which continuous 
service has been maintained, among the lower grades, since 
the remodeling of the building, three years ago. 

Comment was made in the last report, upon the desirabil- 
ity of having the rate of salary so adjusted that we could offer 
inducement for our successful teachers to remain with us for 
longer terms of service, and this point can well bearempha- 
sis again; with the cost of at least two years’ preparation for 
teaching, determined by law, the teacher usually accepts the 
position most financially attractive; frequency of change is not 
advantageous to the school. 


MerMBERSHIP. 


It is a fact of special note that a town of our population 
should haye such a large school membership ; for the past two 
years, we have been above the average in this regard, and this 
year the same condition holds true. That the remarkable in- 
crease in our schools may be more fully realized, I will state 
that today there are as many pupils in the first three grades as 
were found in the entire membership of Adams School when I 
began my duties here as a teacher. 

At present, Grange Hall School has grade one and part of 
grade two, while in the Adams School the division is as fol- 
lows:— Room 4, grades two and three; Room 3, grades four 
and five; Room 2, grades six and seven; Room 1, grades eight 
and nine and the High school classes as formerly. 

The employment of an additional teacher this year has not 
only been helpful among the lowest classes, but has relieved 
the High-grammar room of one grade, a change most beneficial 
to the work of that school. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The school department may exert special care in the 
selection of its teachers, and they, in turn, may work most 
zealously in their positions, but the results of the year’s work 
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do not depend entirely upon this side; the parents have 
responsibilities as well, though we are led to believe, at times, 
that these rest too lightly and in some instances are scarcely 
realized or assumed at all. 

This seems evident in the matter of regularity of atten- 
dance, and it is advisable to call attention to the fact that it is 
for the pupil’s own good that the parent admit of no absence 
from school that can be avoided. Two years ago, the new 
school laws were published that all parents might become 
familiar with their provisions, yet a disregard of them causes 
direct personal use at times in order to have the attendance at 
school what it should be; greater co-operation in this direction 
is earnestly desired. 

More frequent attendance of the parents themselves in the 
schools would be helpful and encouraging to teachers and 
pupils alike. 


ComMENT AND RECOMMENDATION. 


It is not my purpose, in this report, to enter into discus- 
sion of methods, text-books, and other elements of the routine 
of the school life;—those can be observed, daily, in the class- 
rooms; suffice it to say that we are making the effort to do the 
most for the schools that our circumstances will warrant. It 
will not be amiss, however, to refer to the financial conditions, 
which appeal to all, and certain other problems confronting us, 
which doubtless will interest many. 

During the past year, the expenses of the department 
were materially increased, yet by reference to the table of sta- 
tistics, it will be seen that we are considerably below the aver- 
age expense per pupil of the state; the cost of supplies has ad- 
vanced and increase of schools means greater expenditure; in 
it all, however, the strictest economy has been maintained in 
the purchase and emphasized in the use of the books and sup- 
plies. That the schoolhouses should receive such care and at- 
tention as to cause frequent commendation from visitors from 
other towns, is certainly to our credit. At the Adams School, 
the front gable has been re-clapboarded to avoid leaking; the 
walls of the rooms on the first floor have been tinted—without 
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expense to the town; and the floors of this building and the 
Ellice School, also, have been treated to a finish which pre- 
vents the rising-of the dust. 

A year ago, attention was called to the needs at both the 
Ellice and Adams Schools of better heating facilities, and pre- 
sent circumstances warrant a repetition of the suggestions 
then made. At -the former, the stove now in use has done 
service for-many years, and apparently deseryes an honorable 
discharge; a furnace—or some other heater—should be placed 
there capable of maintaining an even temperature throughout 
the larger room, as well as keeping the smaller room comfort- 
able for the use of the pupils at noon; at present, there is too 
great a difference in temperature between the front and the 
back of the school room. 

At the Adams School, the boiler has been doing much 
more than was originally intended for one of that size; while 
ample for the building before the changes were made, it has 
heated it since then, but in severe weather, only by the per- 
sistent efforts of the janitor in forcing it to its utmost; that 
cannot fail to become apparent shortly, and already this win- 
ter it has heated the building with more difficulty than for- 
merly; either an additional heater should be supplied or, what 
would seem more economical in use, a larger boiler put in; ra- 
diators are specially needed in the halls where they are now 
lacking, and these could be added if additional heating power 
were available. It would be possible to use this boiler at the 
Ellice School and so easily and inexpensively ayereome the 
difficulty there, if the larger.one were used here. 

The question of transportation of pupils has received con- 
siderable public attention already, but there are conditions un- 
derlying that which may be considered none too carefully be- 
fore reaching a definite conclusion. It is a well-defined policy 
throughout the state that pupils be educated as far in as pos- 
sible in a “central” school, where the equipment and advan- 
tages are usually considered of higher order than is generally 
found in the suburban.school. With us, the transportation of 
pupils has apparently met with the favorable results common- 
ly reported from other towns,—a noticeable feature being the 
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increase in attendance among those so coming to school. 

Ta connection with the’ agitation of the idea of re-build- 
ing the schoolhouse in the Daniell School district, it will be 
well to consider that while there may now be enough pupils 
in the grades embraced by that school to maintain a separate 
existence, it does not seem probable that any special increase 
may be anticipated from a population moving into that part of 
the town, henee, instead ‘of | having | a growing school, it would 
apparently be a lessening membership, Shortly, with the 
present pupils advancing to the higher grades at the Adams 
School. Again, the number removed would be so distributed 
among the grades that it would not effect the membership 
sufficiently | to reduce the number of teachers now employed 
in the existing schools, especially as there will be a consider- 
able number of pupils to.enter in the spring. 

Concerning the request for transportation of the pupils 
now attending the Adams School from Rockville, it is not my 
purpose to discuss the merits of the case. 1 will simply refer 
to the claim presented for consideration, and that is, that the 
grades in which these pupils are now members, were removed 
from the Ellice School some years ago, consequently transpor- 
tation should be paid or the grades re-established there. 

I have not the date at hand, neither do I know what the 
membership of those grades was, when it was deemed ad- 
vantagous to make the change, but any step toward returning 
those grades to the district should be carefully weighed before 
action is taken. 

With the present membership of the Ellice School and the 
pupils from that district now attending the Adams School, 
there would be about fifty pupils; to do the work of those 
grades would require the services of two teachers; that would 
mean the remodeling and furnishing of the present small room 
to meet the new demands. On the other hand, it is but fair 
to state that with two teachers in the school, the grades could 
be divided to advantage; this, however, means increased ex- 
pense of maintenance. 

Transportation of pupils at town expense, in grades above 
those at present in the Ellice School, would be establishing 
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a precedent that would mean a broader system of transporta- 
tion than has existed here under present conditions and like- 
wise more extended than is in common practice in other towns 
of the state. 

If changes along these lines are anticipated, they should 
be carefully considered beforehand, rather than regretted 
afterward, and it must mean even greater generosity toward 
the school department than the natural expenses for next year 
already call for. 

In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge once again the con- 

_ tinuance of the support and co-operation of all who have been 
associated in the work for the welfare of the pupils of this 
town, and to express my sincere appreciation of these efforts.
